Melbourne and State coach 
Zvonimir Rasic has been chosen to 
coach the national squad during 
its world tour in October and 
November. 


At 34, Rasic is the youngest 
man ever appointed to coach the 
Australian team. 


The appointment was made at the 
weekend by the Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration. 

Marconi-Fairfield captain coach Les 
Scheinflug, a former Australian captain, 
was named as assistant to Rasic. 

The national squad of 18 players will leave 
Sydney on October 23 and return on 
December 7. 

It will play matches 
Thailand, India, Iran, 
(Italy), Chelsea, Manchester 
(England) and Mexico. 

Although Rasic’s appointment is for the 
tour only, it is likely that he will be retained 
by the ASF for he is most accomplished and 

. the most dedicated coach in Australia. 

His first job was with Footscray J.U.S.T. 
in 1967. When he took over, the team was 
second last, but due to his efforts, it finished 
in the top four. 

He returned to the club in 1969 after it had 
narrowly missed relegation and took it to 
the State League championship.

This season he took over Melbourne, 
which finished 10th. last year and currently 
has the team in second position, behind the 
undefeated Juventus. 

In addition, he coached the Victorian 
State team, which did not lose a game 
during the interstate series this year. 

He was also in charge of the State Under 
23 and Under 16 squads. 

Before coming to Australia to join 
Footscray as a player, he starred with 
Yugoslavian teams Vojvodina and Spartak.

Rasic has been coaching for only four 
years but has risen through the ranks 
because of his dedication and his modern 
coaching methods. 

Married, with two young children 
Daniella and Simon - he is a teacher at 
Caulfield Technical School. 

Interviewed by Soccer News this week, he 
paid tribute to his wife Barbara for the 
encouragement she has given him, despite 
the tong hours which his many activities 
demand.

He also thanked the Victorian Soccer 
Federation for supporting him. 

Asked about the likely structure of the 
national team, he said: 

“It will be a combination of youth and 
experience. The purpose of the tour will be 
to gain as much international recognition as 
we can and to groom younger players for 
the 1974 World Cup.

The duty of a 
striker is to score 
and to create 
scoring chances. 

He must have an 
inborn zest for 
scot ing. and he 
must be a fast 
thinker. 


Within the meaning of 
striker we include both 
the centre and outside 
forwards. 

Of all the players in the 
team, the strikers are 
required to solve the most 
complicated tactical and 
technical problems. 

Complications arise 
because the striker is 
always in or around the 
penalt: area and 
therefore constantly 
covered by defenders. 

He is therefore forced 
to use ail elements of 
technique and individual 
tactics in a confined 
space: His play depends 
upon split-second 
decisions. 

When he tries to shoot 
at goal or set up a team 
mate, he must do so 
quickly and accurately, 
surrounded by defenders. 
Therefore, the coach 
must work individually 
with his strikers and 
make them practice 
under conditions. which 
would be encountered 
during a game. 

All exercises must be 
climaxed by the striker 
shooting at goal, because 
his aim is to score. 

Depending upon the 
shape of the team and the 
number of front line 
players, the coach should 
devise a series of com- 
birations for the three or 
four strikers.

players are always 
changing position, it 
follows that they be asked 
to fulfill roles of other 
front players. 

Wingers will be called 
upon to shoot first time 
with their wrong foot and 
all front players, in turn, 


will be required to pull 
back the ball from either 
wing while moving at 
speed. 

The foundations of 
attackin lay are: 
Passing the ball, opening 
up and receiving the ball. 

Modern soccer is tryin; 
to include individua 
action as an important 
tactical weapon so 
strikers must practice as 
often as possible, all 
aspects of individual play 
--- dribbling, shooting at 
goal, carrying the ball 
and so on. 

Running off the ball is 
probably the most im- 

rtant element. It is so 
important that: it is used 
at the highest level of 
soccer as part of a team’s 
tactics. i 

A good example of this 
was set by the famous 
Sandor of Hungary.
